others, and destroyed property to the 
amount ot $300,000. Death and destruc- 
tion are the Crnits of tho western torna- 
does how-a-days.

THE CYCLONE'S SWEEP, 


Springfield, Mo., Visited by tho Hon. 


ater of the Air,

Fifty to Seventy Injured. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. C.-About 'J 


o'clock p. m. the city of Springfield, in south- 
ern Missouri, on the line o£ tlie Kansas & 
Memphis noJ Missouri, Kansas it Texas rail- 
ways was visitt'd by a teiTlblu eyclouo, "'liicli 
destroyed' propeity variously estuiuitoil at- 
from $100,000 to $'2'10,000, killed four -persons 
outright, wounded from fifty tosevcntymon.', 
and demolished about 100 bouses. The day 
had bceu sultry niid warai, with u great deal 
of electricity in the air aud heavy thunder 
and rain, and n few minutes past 2 o'clock 
the cyclone struelc tho tuwn in the northwest 
portion, truvoliup toward tho east, and loiiv- 
ing death and devastation in its wake in tho 
northern portion of SpriuKlial'J proper, and 
the northern part of North hipriu^ileld. The' 
first place o£ prominence reai-hod by tho 
wind's fury was tho Springfield woolen 
mills, owned 
by Lord & R"jjaii, and 


employing about fifty hands. Tho build- 
ings were of brick, but, notwithstanding 
this they wore completely wn?ckod. 
The 


.uppar stories were torn to pieces and the 
walls crushed in, but fortunately no one 
was fatally injured, 
Soveral-of tho em- 


ployes, however, ivera badly bruki.il and 
othorwiiw injured, emu girl sustaining u 
broken lee and another was aeriou-ily hurt 
on tho head; Tho bricks \veru souttorjU in 
all .directions and jiileil iu on tha St-i-ond 
floor. 


The citizens were ou the soono in a few 


minutes, and assisted in moving thu woolen 
goods to a safe place o£ slioltur, as tlu> rain 
by this tirno wa.s pouring down in torrunLs to 
odd to the misery of tho terrible disaster, 


Just east of Uio woolen mil'.s, H. S. Bart- 


left's dwelling was totally demolished, ns woa 
also tho residence of \\'. H. Pennoll. Mrs, 
Fennell's hip was broken. Mrs.. Jlary R. 
Jackson,1 who'was camping iu n. tent not far 
awaj-, was daofjorously injured in the back. 
The soda water factory and u largo tank be- 
longing to Thomas Hargraaves was com- 
pletely demolished, and the timbers wera 
-hurled in all dii-eetions. A house belonging 
to J. M. Doling was literally torn to pieces 
from ita foundation, and the dwelling house, 
of J. F. O'Neal shared a like fnte. A man 
named J. A. Walter, who was iu tho build- 
ing, received a severe scalp wound and in- 
jury ou the hip, besides bruises all over the 
body.

Catholic church, on Webster street, in 
North Springfield, recently built at n cost of 
if5,000, was completely ruinad, tho walls be- 
ing blown in and the roof hurled twenty feet 
to ouo side. Just east of the church the larga 
two-story frame dwelling of A. B. Campbell 
was torn to pieces. Hero Mi's. Andruw Arn- 
quist, a young Swedish woman, who had just 
stopped to make a call, was instantly crushed 
to death by tho falling timbors. Mr. Camp- 
bell was slightly hurt. Tho other houses in 
that vicinity belong to L. Headier, Judgo 
James Bakor, Andrew Aniquist, Mrs. Rjan 
and others. 


The track of the cyclone was on an average 


100 yards wide, though it hare and there 
bounded over houses directly in front of its 
path. At tho eastjside of fNorth Springfield, 
called Bridgetown, it spread out to about ;>00 
yards wide, demolishing about thirty small 
dwellings and injuring several of the in- 
mates.

Among those seriously hurt are: Mrs. Pen- 


nington, injured on the head; Miss Emma 
Berry, Mrs. Aikon, leg broken; Mrs. Jane 
Huffman. 


At tho northeast side of Bridgeton tho 


Btorni tore everything 'm its track to pieces. 
In this vicinity Mrs. Dunlap was killed out- 
right and Mrs. Beeman woe badly hurt. 
Mrs. Vonhuntin, a Swedish woman, was 
hurt on tho head and will die. Two of her 
children were also injured. 
Tho house of 


L. Hill was completely destroyed, and also 
tho house of Mrs. Aiken. T. E. Quicke'rell's 
house was blown to pieces and his arm was 
broken. 


On every side pieces of broken timbers^ 


bricks, clothing, furniture, ond household 
goods are scattered in tho wildest confusion, 
presenting such a scene as was never before 
witnessed here. Tho buildings totally de- 
stroyed by the cyclone number about thirty, 
and those badly wrecked or more or loss dam- 
aged numbered aboutSOO. 


Tho path of the tornado through tho. city 


was fully one mile in length, and it presented 
tha appearance of a monster whirlwind. 


Haiii had been falliug here in the forenoon, 


but ceased soon after 12, and tho clouds 
were moving in a northerly direction, pre- 
senting indications of clearing up, whoa the 
tornado began its ravages, which were so 
quickly made that tho people in tho public 
square, one mile south, had no intimation of 
its dreadful work until the flro'bolls were 
rung. 


After leaving Springfield the cyclone struck 


a station named Brookliue, about eight miles 
distant, doing considerable damage, aud de- 
stroying mucu property. 
J. C. McCall's 


house and bam were destroyed. R, • Hoi- 
brook's house was blown to pieces and' Mrs. 
Holbruok killed. A school-house, iu which 
were fifty children, was also demolished, but 
no one was killed, although two girls' were 
wounded. In the neighborhood of Brooklino 
tou or twelve houses were wrecked, one per- 
son killed and ten wounded.
